3 ceremonies 
at community 
cenotaphs

Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 613 in Pelham held 
three services Sunday, visit¬ 
ing cenotaphs in Centennial 

Ridgeville at the Old Pelham 
Town Hall and at Peace Park 
in FonthiR. 

On Thursday, it was 
scheduled to mark 
Remembrance Day with 
a ceremony in Pelham 

cenotaph in front of the 
legion's hall. 

The legion’s poppy chair¬ 
man, Ron Walker, said 
Pelham is an amalgamated 
community and each of 
those communities had its 
own cenotaph. As Pelham's 
Legion, he said Branch 
613 is obligated to com¬ 
memorate each of those 

"We have to honour those 
cenotaphs. We can't leave 
them out,” he said. 

Walker said 20 wreaths 
were laid at Peace Park, 
along with a dozen more at 
the cenotaph in Fenwick and 
about 10 at the Ridgeville 
memorial. 

There were also several 
young people involved in the 
ceremonies, such as Grade 
9 E.L. Crossley Secondary 
School student Katie Lewis 
who played trumpet during 
the event. He said another 


student from Notre Dame, 
Rachel Bruch, participated 
in the ceremonies, singing 
O Canada and God Save the 

In the past, he said the 
legion has relied on prere¬ 
corded music for The Last 
Post or the national anthem. 

“Sometimes, it would 

wouldn’t” 

He recalled one ceremony 
when the equipment quit 
working halfway through 
O'Canada. 

"We thought let's do away 
with canned music. Let’s get 
some live people in here and 
do this right.” 

In addition to relatively 
recent conflicts recognized 
during Remembrance Day, 
another war was also remem¬ 
bered during the ceremonies. 

Nora Reid, whose ances¬ 
tors fought in the War of 1812, 
was at the cenotaph to lay a 
wreath to remember the sac¬ 
rifices made almost 200 years 
ago during the War of 1812. 

"That anniversary is 
coming up in a couple of 
years,” Walker said. “They’re 
getting the groundwork ready 
for it and getting on with it.” 

Organizers of plans to 
commemorate the bicenten¬ 
nial of that war wiR return to 
local cenotaphs Thursday, 
Nov. 11, along with soldiers 
dressed in period costume.

If you are planning a vacation for Christmas or March break it is time to 
start thinking about vaccinations and travel medicine that you may need. 


It is very important for travelers to get their hepatitis vaccinations. 
Hepatitis A is spread through contaminated food and water. The vaccine is best 
given as two doses 6 months apart. Hepatitis B is spread through sexual contact, 
piercings, contaminated medical equipment etc. It can be a problem for patients if 
you need medical attention while away. The usual 3-dose schedule for the hep B 
vaccine is at 0,1, and 6 months. There is a combined vaccine for both hep A and 
B. There are other dosing schedules available if you are running out of time, but 
you should consult the doctor or pharmacist about what dosing schedule is best 
for you. You should also have your children vaccinated if they are travelling with 


There are no vaccines for hepatitis C, D, and E, but they are less 
common in travelers. Hep C and D are spread through blood, and hep E is 
spread through the oral-fecal route. It is best to avoid high-risk activities such 
as piercings, acupuncture and tattooing, as well as to be careful about food and 
water precautions and hand washing to avoid these forms of hepatitis. 

Traveler’s diarrhea plagues many individuals. It is caused by eating 
or drinking food or water contaminated with germs. If you have three or more 
episodes of diarrhea in one day, you probably have traveler’s diarrhea. Your doctor 
can prescribe an antibiotic for you to take with you if you run in to trouble. You 
want to get enough antibiotics to last for three days. If you don’t develop fever or 
blood in your stool you can take Imodium with your antibiotic. If you are travelling 
with children and they develop traveler’s diarrhea you need to take special care to 
help them avoid dehydration. 

There is also an oral travelers’ Diarrhea vaccination called Dukoral. 
Presently the vaccine is being recommended to high-risk patients. This would 
include patients who are immunosuppressed, patient’s with chronic illness, and 
those who have had many bouts of traveler’s diarrhea. 

For certain destinations Malaria prophylaxis is also being recommended. 
Recently travelers to the Domincan Republic have been advised to lake antimalarial 
medication. Patients travelling to high risk areas can prevent Malaria infection by 
avoiding mosquito bites and taking certain medications. Some areas are resistant 
to medications that are available. Travelers should learn what the best medication 
is for the area they will be travelling to. It is best to go to a travel clinic to see what 
medications they recommend for your destination. Some of the medications need 
to be started the week before departure so it is best not to leave getting these 
medications until the last minute. 

In order to prepare yourself and your family for an upcoming vacation 
do some research in to what vaccines and precautions need to be taken for 
your destination. Give yourself plenty of time to get in to the doctor and get your 
prescriptions. Some of the vaccines need to be started at least six months before 
you leave. If you plan ahead everyone can have a safe and healthy vacation.
